Non-Partisan Ballot 


The non-partisan ballot for judicial offices 
in the Nov. 5 election lists three contests. 
All are important. 
The top one affects the Michigan Supreme 
Court. 
Associate Justice Michael D. O’Hara of 
Menominee is seeking re-election to an 8 year 
term with an annual salary of $35,000. 
He is being opposed by Judge Thomas Giles 
Kavanagh, Democratic nominee, who is current­ 
ly a judge of the Michigan Court of Appeals. 
Since there already is a Thomas Kavanagh 
on the Supreme Court the impression is inescap­ 
able that the Democrats and the two Kavanaghs 
connived to work a confused identity gimmick to 
get Thomas Giles elected and political writers of 
the state have so labeled the situation. 
★ 
★ 
* 
Thomas Giles Kavanagh has qualifications 
which shouldn’t be clouded by the “same name” 
situation. 
He is urging that the Supreme Court, as 
constitutionally provided, be actively in the busi­ 
ness of controlling the other courts of Michigan’s 
judicial system and that the juvenile (probate) 
courts should be upgraded and that perhaps a 
family court should be created in Michigan. 
This newspaper favors the re-election of 
Justice O’Hara, who has established a tradi­ 
tionalist record on the court and given us reason 
for a refreshing pause in American jurisprud­ 
ence’s headlong haste to protect the accused per­ 
son, no m atter what havoc it creates among our 
policing and court functions and in protection 
of a public menaced by increasing crime. 
O’Hara has said “I regard the role of the 
judiciary as that of an arbiter between the ex­ 
ecutive and judicial branches.” If we’re to have 
separation of powers in government — a n d 
there’s been a serious deterioration of it in Wash­ 
ington as revealed by the Fortas case — we must 
have a judiciary which interprets the intent of 
tile legislative body in creating the law, as re­ 
lated to the body of the law, and not what the 
court thinks the legislature should have enacted. 
♦

The rather new Michigan Court of Appeals 
is being increased in membership from 9 judges 
selected three each from the 9 appellate court 
districts of the state to 12 selected from the three 
districts. The Upper Peninsula is part of the 
Third District, which includes 66 counties, most 
of them in the northern pail of the Lower Pen­ 
insula. 
The nominees selected in the Third District, 
In a primary election are both qualified and both 
Republicans. They are Thomas M. Bums, an at­ 
torney in Saginaw and former legislator a n d 
member of the Michigan State Public Services 
Commission, and Stuart Hoffius of Grand Rapids, 
a Kent County circuit judge for more than 8 
years. Hoffius has had judicial experience, which 
recommends him for the appellate court, but 
Burns has a good record in the quasi-judicial 
office of a public service commissioner a n d 
chairman of the commission.

* 
Third place on the hallot is for the nominees 
for judge of the new district Court, which the 
Michigan Legislature has created in haste and 
in a rather uncertain and unsatisfactory manner 
to satisfy the 1963 Michigan Constitution and 
complete the state’s revised court structure. The 
new district court replaces the justice of the 
peace courts and the municipal courts of the 
state. 
Attorneys Dean J. Shipman and Ernest L. 
Olivares are the nominees for the 94th District 
Court, which includes all of Delta County. The 
court is an important one w i t h j urisdiction 
broader than that of the courts which it re­ 
places. 
The Press regards Shipman as the more 
qualified of the two nominees and recommends 
his election. Olivares is a relative newcomer who 
has identified himself with the Delta United 
Services campaign and other public works, but 
on the record as we read it, Shipman would 
bring the most judicious temperament and ex­ 
perience to the bench.

Little George C. Wallace of 
Alabama, 
former 
governor, 
judge, 
lawyer, 
truck 
driver 
and Air Force flight sergeant, 
stood in the cool night air and 
the bright light and listened 
to the jeers of black youths 
roll across a high school foot­ 
ball field. He paused a mo­ 
ment and then said: 
“You fellows sure make it 
tough to make a living.” 
The heavily pro - Wallace 
crow d clustered in the stands 
at that Flint, Mich., stadium 
laughed and howled heartily. 
They knew he was joking. 
For Wallace thrives on the 
white and black hecklers who 
dog his northern footsteps day 
after day. 
They are a hall­ 
mark of his status as a “na­ 
tional 
phenomenon” 
in 
the 
presidential politics of 
1968. 
And being that kind of factor 
is 
giving 
him 
the 
deepest 
pleasure of his life. 
Since he moved from being 
merely a regional gadfly to a 
point where polls show him 
winning 
one 
of every five 
American voters, W'allace has 
shaken both major parties to 
their roots, upset their long- 
calculated strategies and set 
them to talking in the night.

Hardly a campaign day goes 
by when his name is not men­ 
tioned 
gravely 
by 
Richard 
Nixon, 
Spiro 
Agnew, 
Vice 
President Humphrey and Ed­ 
mund Muskie. 
He could be 
the strongest third party can­ 
didate since Theodore Roose­ 
velt in 1912. He cuts hard in­ 
to what should be Humphrey’s 
blue-collar vote and into Nix­ 
on’s backing on farms and in 
the New South (Florida, Ten­ 
nessee, North Carolina).

It la a road show with a 
deliberate southern flavor, as 
lf Wallace wants to remind

“Sam Smith and His Travel­ 
ers,” an Alabama guitar-and- 
trumpet 
band, 
twangs 
out 
country songs and, now and 
then, a slow-trumpet offering 
of “God Bless America.'’ 
Men with good Alabama ac­ 
cents warm up the crowd like 
television types preparing the 
way for a top comedian. There 
are even preliminary taunts 
thrown out to the anti-Wallace 
claques. 
As the man at the 
microphone at the hall or the 
courthouse 
steps 
pleads 
for 
money, 
“Wallace Girls” with 
golden buckets race through 
the crowd collecting the small 
change that helps fuel this big 
rebellion. 
The mood of the meeting

The bidding and play of this 
hand in the final match be­ 
tween Italy and the United 
States went the same way for 
each team. Each East won the 
diamond opening with the king 
and returned

contract by cashing two heart 
tricks but each West tried to 
put his partner in with a sec­ 
ond diamond, whereupon South 
ruffed, drew trumps, finessed 
successfully against West’s king 
of clubs and discarded his last 
two hearts on dummy’s long 
clubs.

LBJ Will Conduct 
Seminars At Rice 
HOUSTON (AP) — President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, a school 
teacher before turning to poli­ 
tics, will conduct several semi­ 
nars at Rice University after his 
term in office expires in Janu­ 
ary. 
Johnson has accepted an invi­ 
tation to speak at the Houston 
school sometime in the spring. 
Dr. Joseph Cooper, head of 
Rice’s political science depart­ 
ment, said Monday that Johnson 
probably will discuss American 
politics. 
"We envision the President 
meeting with a small group of 
students on some topics agree­ 
able to him—a series of such 
seminars over a rperiod of sever­ 
al days," Cooper said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
foreign trade surplus soared to 
$282.2 million in September, the 
best showing since November 
1967, 
the 
Commerce 
D epart­ 
ment reported, today. 
The September surplus of ex­ 
ports over imports brought the 
cumulative surplus for the first 
nine months of 19($ to $834.3 
million. In the .same three quar­ 
ters of 1967 exports were outrun­ 
ning imports by $3.5 b illio n - 
more than four times as much.
